DRURY LANE THEATRE. 

BENEDICT’s Opera of The Gipsy’s Warning, and the Pan- 
tomime of Harlequin Jack Frost, were performed here last 
Dig ht to a numerous and fasbionable sud:ence. 

Her Majesty honoured this Theatre with her presence last 
night. Her Mojesty arrived soon after ten o’clock. The per- 
formances at this Theatre, on Tuesday evening next, will be by 
command of Her Mojesty. 

Ov Tuesday, a meeting of the members of the Theatrical 
Benevolent Association was held in the English Opera House, 
for the purpose of receiving the reportof the committee appointed 
io submit to Mr. Tidd Pratt, the rules for the government of the 
association. The meeting was pumerously attended, and Mr. 
Elton was president. He said that according to the instructions 
of the meeting held in the Strand Theatre, the commitiee had 
submitted the roles agreed to on that occasion to a highly ta- 
lented actuary, and acting upon his advice they had prepared a 
new set of articles in many important respects differing from 
those previously adopted. It was for the present meeting to say 
whether the rules so agreed to should be substituted. On the 
motion of Mr. Cullenford, a show of hands was taken, and the 
amended rules were declared to be adopted. Mr. Hollingsworth 
regreited that the amendments bad not been placed before the 
members of the profession in such a manoer 4 to enable them to 
come to 3 deliberate judgment on each article. 1t appeared to 
him that aged actors were excluded from all participation in the 
bencfits ofgthe funds. It was at firet supposed that the object of 
the »ssociation would be to create a benevojent fund, but by the 
new scheme it assumed the character of ap assurance company, 
in which the chances were calculated to a nicety in favor of the 
sesurers and against the assured. The new plan was upjust to 
young and ola, and would confer no available benefit upoo that 
pari of the profession which stood most in need of mutual sup- 
port. Mr. Elton then vacated tha chair, after which strong 
complaints were expressed by several gentlemen as to the mau- 
ber 10 which the alterations had been effected. 

On Wednesday, Henry Cook, formerly stage-manager of the 
Clarence Theatre, was {ully committed to take his trial for hav- 
ing {sold forged orders to various Theatres. The evidence given 
on this, and on two previous occasions, went to show that witbin 
these last few months a vaat number of persous had presented 
themselves for admission at the doors of Drury Lane, the Hay- 
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market, the Adelphi, and Covent Garden Theatres, presenting 
orders purporting to be signed and sealed by persons connected 
with the establishments in question; the whole of the tickets 
were in the same hand writing, all of which were forgeries, and 
although the police bave been constantly on the elert, in order 
to trace the offender, they were not successful until the be- 
gioning of last week, when Williams, 144 S. apprehended the 
prisoner on the information of a young man named Sheels, to 
whom the prisoner had sold a forged order. Mr.Parker of Drury 
Lane Theatre, produced 21 forged orders, and stated that they 
formed but a small portion of the number which bad been pre- 
sented withio the last few months at that Theetre ; and Shaw, 
a constable at the Adelphi produced nige, and said tbat more 
than 100 had been burnt.
